Fatal shooting 


12-year-old boy killed by stray bullet 


He was helping dad at Cleveland shop when gunfire erupted

Abdel Bashiti played 
games with his cousins and 
made s’mores as his family 
celebrated Thanksgiving at 
their home in Parma. Less 
than 24 hours later, the 
12-year-old boy was killed 
by a stray bullet Friday out- 


side his father’s beauty sup- 
ply store in Cleveland. 

The shooting left the fam- 
ily in shock on Saturday as 
they went from a joyful cel- 
ebration to hosting family 
members from as far away 
as Florida and Arizona for 
Abdel’s funeral. 

Abdel was helping out at 
his father’s beauty supply 
store, #1 Beauty Supply and 
Linen, at Buckeye Road and

East 116th Street, which his 
father has owned for more 
than a decade, friends said. 

Someone opened fire on a 
group of teenagers standing 
outside the One Stop Liquor 
store next door, according to 
police. Abdel and his father 
went outside when they 
heard the commotion, and a 
bullet hit Abdel in the torso. 
His father and other by- 
standers took the boy back 


into the beauty supply store 
and tried to save him before 
an ambulance arrived. 

Five others — all between 
14 and 16 years old — were 
shot. A 16-year-old boy is 
in critical condition with a 
gunshot wound to the head, 
according to police. No ar- 
rests have been made. Ho- 
micide and gang detectives 
are investigating the case.

Rules on 
nursing 
homes face 
pressure 


Lawmakers claim 
standards excessive

Federal regulations de- 
signed to protect residents 
in the nation’s nursing 
homes are facing mounting 
pressure from Congress. 

A group of 146 lawmak- 
ers has urged federal gov- 
ernment officials to re-eval- 
uate revised standards in 
care centers, claiming some 
of the measures are exces- 
sive and are financial bur- 
dens for facility owners. 

Advocates for residents 
have blasted the move. 
They say the regulations 
are needed, as the measures 
will expand care plans, offer 
greater freedom for resi- 
dents, increase the amount 
of training for nurses and 
aides caring for residents 
with dementia, and provide 
grievance officers to help 
handle complaints. 

“This is a very concerted 
effort to undermine the 
basic protections for resi- 
dents of nursing homes,” 
said Richard Mollot, exec- 
utive director of the Long 
Term Care Community Co- 
alition, a nonprofit based 
in New York City that aims 
to improve the care of resi- 
dents in nursing homes. 

A vast majority of the 
nation’s more than 15,000 
nursing homes accept some 
form of Medicare or Medic- 
aid. To obtain it, the facili- 
ties must comply with the 
regulations in the Nursing 
Home Reform Law.

Urban condos in short supply 


New developments are rare in Cleveland, for several reasons

When Jason Lucas moved 
to Cleveland from Portland, 
Oregon, four years ago, he 
rented an apartment within 
walking distance of his of- 
fice on East Ninth Street. 

But he quickly started 
searching for something to 
buy. And he was shocked by 
the lack of for-sale housing 


in the center city. 

“T love condos. I want to 
live vertically,” said Lucas, 
a 39-year-old national sales 
director for AmTrust Finan- 
cial Services Inc., a New York 
insurer with a large office 
downtown. “I want to live as 
high up as I can. I want to be 
far away from yards and ga- 
rages and window cleaning.” 

Yet in August 2014, Lucas 
bought a three-bedroom 


Tudor in Cleveland Heights. 
With a yard. A garage. And 
plenty of windows to clean. 
He felt like he was throw- 
ing away his money on rent. 
He’d canvassed the condo 
market, he said, and came 
up empty-handed. 

Urban condo living exists 
in Cleveland, but the supply 
is small.
